9.—Almost 300 
delegate*, representing fourteen south 
em states, faced Governor Cox T hurs­ 
day, when h * called to order the South­ 
ern Conf* rence on Quarantine and Im ­ 
migration.

The twentieth semi-annual meet­ 
ing of the Brazos Valley Medical 
Association will be held in Rockdale 
Nov. 14 and 16. Dr. H. T. Coulter 
of Rockdale \n president of the asso­ 
ciation, and extensive preparations 
are being made by the physicians 
of.that city to entertain the visiting 
medicos. 


About the only significance the 
Ohio election has is that many re­ 
publicans of Independent mind in 
that state seize the opportunity once 
in awhile on off years to vote with 
the democrats and administer a re­ 
buke to the state politicians and 
party bosses. In presidential cam­ 
paigns Ohio comes down stroug witti 
a majority for the republican ticket, 
and the effect of the off year dem­ 
ocratic victories is practically nil 
The eastern metropolitan elections 
show a strong and hopeful sentiment 
for cleaner municipal politics. 


One hundred and fifty demonstra­ 
tion farms are to be conducted in the 
boll weevil districts of Texas tile 
coming year. The work is under the 
direction of Prof. 8. A. Knapp as­ 
sisted by Prof. J. VV. Carson of Col­ 
lege, director of farmers’ institute 
work iii Texas. 
Eacli farm will con­ 
tain about twenty acres of land, five 
acres being devoted to cotton, five to 
corn, and the remainder to various 
forage crops, such as sorghum, cow 
peas and peanuts. The farms are to 
be conducted as models and are in­ 
tended to illustrate the best methods 
of cultivation and farm manage­ 
ment. The best seeds obtainable will 
be used, the soil will be thoroughly 
prepared, modern methods of culti­ 
vation bs practiced, and the process 
of improving the varieties by care­ 
ful seed selection from year to year 
will be illustrated. Prof. Carson will 
have control of 
fifteen 
of these 
farms. 
He has already organized 
tarms at Hempstead, Elgin,Wehner, 
Columbus, Bedias and Woodville. 
Others are to be seleeted at Bren­ 
ham, G i d d i n g s , 
Nacogdoches, 
Uvalde, Marble Falls and one in the 
neighborhood of San Antonio.

P olitical 
R evolution 
Inn Pennsylvania 


Most R em arbale For a G eneration. 
Philadelphia, Nov. 8.—The political 
revolution In this city and in the state 
Tuesday v ag the greatest 
hat ha.-i oc­ 
curred in Pennsylvania for nearly a 
generation. 
There have been previou.- 
upheavals, but this w as the first tliTK 
in years th a t every office for whicn 
there w as any semblance of a contest 
had been lost to the regular R epub­ 
licans. 
Also, for the first time in a 
quarter of a century, the regular R » 
publicans have been defeated for con­ 
trol of the state treasury. 
Memorable 
contests h a /e been waged against R e­ 
publicans for this office but without 
success, and it is w orthy of note that 
T uesday’s election w as the first that 
bas been held for the place since the 
death of former Senator Quay. 
The 
plurality of W illiam ll. Berry, who was 
nom inated by the Democrats, Independ­ 
ent party, Lincoln party and the P r o ­ 
hibitionists for state treasurer, will bf 
nearly 100,000, and m ay go above thos<* 
figures. 
J . Lee Plum mer, the Repub­ 
lican candidate, ran far behind his tick ­ 
et in nearly every county in the state. 
The rem ainder of the Republican ticket 
is elected by the usual Republican plur­ 
alities. 
President Roosevelt’s plurality 
last y ear ran more than 500,000. 
The 
victory of the City party, a reform or­ 
ganization, over the regular Republic 
ans in Philadelphia w as complete and 
beyond the expectations of the reform 
leaders, 
The City p arty ’s plurality i? 
43,333. 
The reform wave carried Berry 
along w ith it, he defeating Plum m er in 
the city by 36,037 plurality. 
The proposed $4,000,000 loan for the 
abolition of grade crossings carried by 
a large majority. 
The highest 
total 
vote cast for any office was that for 
sheriff, it being 255 292. 
The total vote 
for president last y ear was 281,654. The 
City party claims th at inasmuch as 51.- 
000 alleged 
fraudulent 
names 
were 
stricken from the voting lists since the 
fight against the Republican organiza­ 
tion began last May i n . the vote cast 
Tuesday w as the highest ever polled 
in the city. 
The regular Republicans 
carried only fourteen of the forty-tvVc 
w ards for their local ticket. 
Plummer, 
for state treasurer, carried sixteen. 
One of the surprises of the election 
w as the loss by the regular Republicans 
in Senator Penrose’s ward. It gave the 
City p arty a plurality of fifty, bul 
P lum m er carried it b y . fifty-tw o votes 
Insurance ommissioner artin a t one 
time the epublican leader of the ciMR 
time the Republican leader of the city, 
lost his ward for the first time in thirty 
years.
